Thus far we lave a sumivg up of about four mil-

other things not ncecseary to mention can hardly be es-
timated for at the present time, since it may be impos.
gibje to replace them end diflicult to do withoat them.
We arec lappy, indued, to learu that the cotton press
iteed is expectel] to be in operation again in a short
time. it iz probuble that when the whole loss ia knowns
and $he wherves, buildirgs, ete, have been included, the
whole lose will full Litie if snythioz short of six mil-
liovs of dollars.

The nenal deubisere expresscd as to whether thes
tremendous fire wos accidental or the resolt of incen-
diarism. It may have boen either. We have not been
able to discover ar ything that will warrant us in say-
iog that it wee the coe or the ctber, if we except the
astovishivg repidity of ite spread, which does lock as
though it were too rapid to be merely acccidental, and
gives rise to suspicions of foul play, although, indeed,
the combustibility of all the materials the fire bad to
work upon could bardly be increased.

We doubt whethior ery buman power could have ar-
rested the progress of the fire when it had once gotten
under way, sull we could not but remark upon the
iact that even if the fire bad been within the reach of
control by the exertions of the fire department, there
was no lire department to be found by which such ex-
ertiors could be muade. This struck us the more forci-
bly because of our havieg nollced the activity and zeal
of the tircmen on several occasions during the present
year—w¢ had seer: that (hey weré practising with their

engines, apd we koow that the town author-
itica  bad  been makiog  exertions to  increase
the «cfliciency of the department and to have

its appuratus put into the best order. We believe
they bad suceceded in accomplishing both these ob-
jecta, why the present state of thinga
i, apd are told thal the white compagies are on
duty as Home Guard, acd that the colored cdmpanies,
mustericg 150 men in all, mainly frce negrees, have
had their members eitber imypressed or scared off. by
the fecar of impressment.  Whether iccendiaries are
abroad or not, we shadder the thought of a fire
breaking out in tke closely built part of the town,
filled as cvery place seems to be with cotton—cotton 1s
our next door neighhor—entton is everywhere.

We make these remarks in no capticus, fault finding
gpirit, lor that is a thing we despise, but we desire to
call the at'crion of the authorities who have control
of thig mattirs to the cordition of things, as we have
the st uuthori'y for believing that they actually ex-
{st, hoping that some course will be devised caiculated
to provide for the safety of property, puablic and pri-
vate, and relicve the apprebiension naturally felt by the
communi'y. )

O onsidering the desperate character of the negro, his
great strength and ferocity, his expresscd determiva-
tion not to be taken alive, and the fact that he -wee
known to be well-armed, foo much credit can bardly
be given to Messrs. Cuerry and Moxragur for their
courage and Cetermivation in undertasking ani «flect-
ing his capture, and tbus freesng tke ccuotry [rom a
character who bad been lor some time past a terror to
both black ard white in the neighbcurbocd.

It is reported and believed that there is a gang of
desperate runawsy negroes hauntiog the swamps in
Kaiotuck, Lorg Creek, snd Black River Dis
tricts in this count®, along wilh two or more white
men, deserters from the army. From the accounts
given by “Jin,” and otker pegroes, snd derived from
different sources, ir is believed that this gapg is beaded
by Jeremtam Corrins, said to be a deserter from a
cqmpany raised in this connty, perhaps in Wilmington.
The negroes agree that this man, who'is well-armed,

and says that be will not be taken alive, bas been tam-

pering with the slavgs, giving cut that be is sn of
ficer in the Yarkee afmy, by these means indacing them
to run away, acd himself piloting squads into the Yan-
kee lipes, and then returning to his baunts in this coun-
ty. It is certain that negrces bave recently gone off
from that reighborbood in equads, and the people be-
lieve tkatthey bave dcne so at his instigation. His
camp, by the lest accounts, was said to be in Black
River Swamp, in the vicinity of the “ Sandy Islands.”
Such are the ageounts given to us by parties immedi-
ately engaged, and supposgd to be best informed.

This matter seems to us well worthy the attention of
the military auothoritics. We usderstand tbat air
Cuerry, whose intimate local keowledge would render
his services invaluable, holds himsell in readiness to
head any equad of good and determined men detailed
to clear that section of tLis gang of desperadoes, and
it is to be hoped that some «fficient stepe will be prowpt-
ly taken in the matter.

Nor Quite.—The Ricbhmond Whig of the 1Tth
says that Gov. VAxce by bis Fayetteville speech is en
advocate of “ peave by tlLe ‘otervesition of the States.”
Gov. Vance bimself says that peace can only be made
through the Confederate Government. The Governor
says : “ Why nos sppeal to the Government throngh
the Legislature, aad your Governor will ucite with
you in that appeal, 1o present some terms of peace to
the enemy, or, while we wege fbe war, to offer to nego-
tiate for pgace.” 1f peace or negotiatiops for peace
could be brought about “ by the intervention of the
Statcs,” why appeal to the Confederate Government ?
(Gov. Vance has nothing to do with the foolish politi-
cal heresy of “ eeparate State action.” It is strange
into what culpable inaccuracies the desire to say sbarp
things, and especially to seer at the Confederate Gov-
ernment and to d—n all who don’t d—n it, leads a
paper 50 essentially true and rcspectable as the Whig.

Commmander Jam:s W. Tooke, C, §, N,

This fearless, ¢flicient acd gallant officer, who com-
manded the iron-cled ram “ Albemarle ” in the recent
bombardment and capture of Pl ymoutb, entertd the
Navy of the United Stutes in April 1828, and that of
the Coulcderacy in Septembcr 1862, In the former,
be saw nearly sixteen years eca service avd upwards o
eight years shore duty, making about twenty-four years
of active cfficial employment. He ig, like Major-Gen-
eral Hoke, a son of the oid North State—heroes both
in their respective epberes. Previous to the present
war Lieut. Ccoke owned a comfortable egtate in Vir-
ginia,—where be married,—which was]the accumulation
of bis own coergy. Commapder Cooke bas Icst all be
possessed. but the certainty of this in prospect aid not
prevect him following the dictates of Lis sense of duty,
and, so soon es the Old Dominion passed her‘act of se-
cession, ke offered his services to the home of bis adop—
tion, ard was appointed by Virginia a Lieutenant io
the Navy.

He stood at the bead of lieutenants in the old service,
which be relicquished when bis commission as Ocm-
mander bad been made out in Washington City. So
soon es North Carolina witbdrew {rom the carrupt and
dizsmembered Union, Cooke resigned the commission he
had received from the State ¢f Virginia and offered
his eervices to this his native State, which were ac-
cepted. Subscquently be was sppointed a Licutenant
in the Navy of the Confcderacy, the same rank and
position beld by bim in the old Navy, from which be
was advanced to bis present rapk of Commander by
seniomty of commission, not for gallant and meritorious
services, though justly entitled to promotion for such.
Lieut. Cocke wes engeged in duly in fge force com-
manded by Flag Offieer Lynch, operatiog about Roa-
poke Island, snd n tke engsgement near Elizabeth
Uity bis command wue captured by a greatly superior
force of the enemy. '

Refore Cepartivg foz the sphere of his contemplated
operatiops, he requircd thirteen men, whom be was anx-
lous to procure. As characteristic cf the man, when
in Portsmouth in this Btate, be procured the town
bell to be rupg by the municipal authority, made o
stiring appeal to the =nssembled people, to their State
pride end patriotisn, succceded in enlisting the needed
thirteen volunteers snd went on Lis way rejoicing. In
the engegement ulud ed to he was wounded in the arm
by a miunie ball vhich disabled it, but ke fought with
resolute determimiion to the last—relusing to Laul
down bis flag anl resisting with a-catlass npon the
deck of his vesse' until overpowered. After a brie,
captivily he was rarolled and subsequently ; ordered to
river delences in North Carplina andsuperintended tle
completicn of we iron-clad ram Albemarle, ic com-
maod of which -essel be was placed.

His flicient «nd gallant bearing in the recent bom-
bardment and capture of Plymouth is freeh in the]
minds of the pesple. By the law of proportion and the
uassage which Lis beeu insugurated by the government
at Ricbmond, Uommiacder Jaumes W. Cooxz is enti-
tled to promotbn. Governor Vaxcg could not do a
more popular at, une just and merited, together with
tke delegation fiom the State of North Caroliva,—than
to present and wrge the claims of its gallant son to the
notice of the prcper Department, and see that justice
is meted out to ss bravea man as cver walked'the
deck of a ship.

sold by the Association, al not more than half of the
price for which such things could elsewhere have beend
obtained in town.
But our main obj ct in referrinzg to this praiseworthy
and beoevolent scciety was to bring it to the uotice of
Jarties at a distance—to shiw that it i3 a purely phi-
lanthropic society, free frcm the elightest faint of spee-
ulation, acdg deservin to hieve cvecy assistance and fa-
cility extended to it fr the purchase and tgansporta-
tion of provisious to this lf‘ﬁnt. The scarcity here is
koown—tibe bigh prices are krown, as al:o the absolute
necessity of relict to lhc'md&gmt, and also of more mud-
erate prices for those in very moderate circnme'anccs.
